C. B. Gasch Pleads Guilty 
In Hyattsville Bank Fraud 


Former Cashier, Asking Leniency, to Be Sentenced 
Today—Manipulations Involved $135,904 
Examiner Testifies.

Baltimore, Md., March 26.—Following 
his plea of guilty today in the United 
States District Cou>t to misappropria- 
tion of approximately $11,000 of the 
funds of the First National Bank, Hy- 
attsville, Clarence B. Gasch, former 
cashier of the ’ank, was locked up in 
the Baltimore city jail pending sentence 
tomorrow morning by Judge Morris A. 
Soper. 

Gasch had been at liberty under 
$10,0000 bail pending his arraignment 
in court, but Judge Soper declined to 
continue the bond. He ordered George 
W. Collier, United States Marshal, to as- 
sume jurisdiction over the accused. 

In a statement read to the court, 
Amos W. W. Woodcock, United States 
district attorney, declared that, accord- 
ing to the report of Samuel T. Brown, 
national bank examiner in the case, the 
misappropriations over a_ period of 
about three years totaled $135,904.24 
involving a number of different opera- 
tions. 

“It is believed that Gasch was di-

|rectly, or indirectly, interested in all’ 


of these,” Mr. Woodcock said. “The 
bank officials were unable to say what 
the net loss will be.” 

During the brief hearing today Mar- 
shal Collier had a number of deputy 
marshals stationed about: the court- 
room.

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Near Freezing Weather 
To Hit Capital Tomorrow 


The spring-like weather which yes- 
terday led horticultural experts to pre- 
dict that the cherry blossom trees would 


be in full bloom Sunday, will come to 
an abrupt ending tomorrow morning 
when the temperature will fall to the 
freezing mark or very close to it, 
Weather Bureau forecasters announced 
last night.

Bureau last night were unable to tell 
whether the cold will be seve.e enougn 
to seriously harm budding trees and 
flowers. It will be cold enough to re- 
tard blooming plants about a week, 
they said. 

Chicago, Ill. March 26 (A.P.).—A 
gust of winter, overdue and marked by 
a blinding snowstorm followed close 
upon three days of summer weather in 
Chicago. Through the week-end the 
temperature climbed 70 degrees, only to 
crash down to freezing last night. 

Sleet and snow swirling throughout 
the city today delayed traffic.

THE BLOC SYSTEM, 


The importance attached to the contest for 
the presidential nominations tends to obscure 
an issue fully as momentous to the American 
people, which is to be decided at the November 
election. The opportunity will be afforded to 
put an end to the confusion that now exists in 
the Senate because of bloc control. 

The situation presented this year will be 
almost the reverse of the one that existed at 
the last congressional election. Then the Re- 
publicans were faced with the problem of re- 
taining seats not normally theirs, which they 
acquired in the landslide of 1920.

Experience 
has shown that, if detected and com- 
petently treated in the beginning, 
tuberculosis can be cured. The pro- 
fession of medicine affirms that fact. 
It also agrees with the health societies 
as to the peril of delay. Once it gets 
a start tuberculosis is a difficult ad- 
versary. 
’ The danger signals are known. If a 
person tires easily, or has lost weight, 
or suffers indigestion, or can’t get rid 
of a cold, the warning should be heeded. 
The way to heed it is to see the doctor. 

All this has been told over and over 
again in the press, by posters, in motion 
pictures and other media. It is the 
experience of physicians, nevertheless,

Prof. Jastrow displays his ignorance 
when he speaks thus, for it is evident 
he has never seen a genuine “water 
witch” in action. As a psychologist he 
thinks that the phenomenon of “water 
witching” is due to a _ psychological 
state of the “water witch’s” mind, and 
thinks that no outside power contrib- 
utes to the phenomenon of “water 
witching.” But I myself have seen 
one of these men in action, and I can 
assure Prof, Jastrow that it is an utter 
impossibility for a genuine “water 
witch” to bend the rod himself. The 
forked twig doesn’t “tip,” as the pro- 
fessor seems to think. The “water 
witch” holds the forks of the twig or 
branchlet with his two hands, and the 
pole of the twig points out in front af 
him, Therefore it may easily be seen 
that no power that proceeded wholly 
from the “water witch” himself could 
bend the pole of the forked stick in 
the form of a bow; for there is no way 
by which the “water witch” could ap- 
ply the power either consciously or un- 
consciously to produce such an effect.

Banks. 
Revolver in Equipment. 

New York, March 26 (A.P.).—The 
New York Evening Post in a copyrighted 
story today said that a 12-cylinder en- 
gine and a revolver were the only 
equipment of the German Junkers 
monoplane which flew from Tempel- 
hofer Field, Germany, to Dublin, Ire- 
land, today on the first leg of a project- 
ed flight to Mitchel Field, N.Y. 

The motor was used in establishing 
a new world’s endurance flight record 
and the revolver is a symbol and an 
instrument of desperation which ani- 
mated the three men of the plane's 
crew, Baron von Huenefeld, Capt. Her- 
man Koehl and Mechanic Walter 
Spindler. The pistol is wrapped in oil 
cloth to keep it dry. 

The plane is a low-decked monoplane 
of corrugated duraluminum with a 55- 
foot wing spread and a fuselage 35 feet 
long. On its silvery gray sides it car- 
ries its name “Bremen” and the gov- 
ernment license No. “1,197”, and on 
the rudder is the dagger-shaped em- 
blem of the Junkers Airplane Co. 

With its Junkers L-five water-cooled 
motor, developing a maximum of 360 
horsepower, the Bremen can fly 130 
miles an hour, although 90 miles an 
hour is said to be the most economical 
speed for an ocean flight. The motor 
now installed in the Bremen was used 
in the plane’s sister ship Europa last 
summer in establishing the duration 
flight record of 52 and one- half hours 
by two German fliers. 


Stock Model Mail 


The Bremen is a stock model mail 
and freight carrying machine, Only 
the cockpit is covered with transparent 
celluloid and in.its freight room are 
three reserve fuel tanks. 

The ship will carry 2,500 pounds of 
benzol, primed with ether, for the 
Dublin-to-New York hop. This is said 
to be sufficient fuel to keep the plane 
in the air 40 to 45 hours,. giving a fly- 
ing radius of 4,500 miles, which is about 
1000 miles more than the distance 
from Dublin to New York. 


Miss Boll Chooses Stultz 
As Pilot for Ocean Fiight 


New York, March 26 (A.P.).—Selec- 
tion of Wilmer Stultz as the pilot for 
a contemplated transatlantic flight 
next May, was announced today by Miss 
Mabel Boll. 

Miss Boll, who has been called the 
“queen of diamonds” because of the 
profusion of jewels she owns, was a 
passenger with Charles A. Levine in a 
recent flight to Havana on which Stultz 
was pilot. 

Her announcement today was made 
after a flight with Stultz in a dual 
control plane. Upon landing, she said 
she expected to make daily flights to 
qualify for a pilot’s license since she 
desired to play a more important part 
than that of a passenger in the long 
flight. 

A year ago Miss Boll showed keen 
interest in a transatlantic flight and 
today made public a letter received 
from Capt. Walter Hinchliffe, written 
several months a7o0 in which Hinchliffe. 
missing on an attempted flight from 
England. to America with Miss Elsie 
Mackay, refused an offer of $25,000 to 
pilot Miss Boll.

DECLARER’'S PLAN OF CAMPAIGN. 
*“Declarer will see that he must lose 
two. trump tricks and will lose three 
if the adverse trumps are divided 3-1, 
as is very possible, or 4-0, as is pos- 
sible but not probable. He also will 
lose two Heart tricks and game unless 
can get a Heart discard; so it is 
evident that such a discard is essen- 
tial. His plan, therefore, should be, 
after winning the first Diamond trick 
with the Ace, to obtain a Heart dis- 
card before leading trumps. To tricks 
2 and 3, he should lead the Ace and 
Jack of Clubs (the Jack so as to mask 


his Club holding), trumping the good 


Jack in Dummy. Trick 4, he should 


lead the King of Diamonds from 
Dummy, discarding a losing Heert from 
Closed Hand After winning with the 
King of Diamonds, he should iead a 
trump from Dummy to trick 5. This 
plan will give him game if the adverse 
trumps are evenly divided. If they 
are not evenly divided, it will give 
him three-odd, which is the best he 
can hope: to do under the conditions.

NOW IS THE TIME TO KILL 
MOSQUITOES. 


OW is the time for all good peo- 
N ple to kill off the mosquito rem- 
nants. Last autumn, as the cold 
weather came on, the wiser mosquitoes 
began looking about for places in 
which to spend the winter. Many hung 
quietly around doors and windows, 
hoping to get into the houses. They 
did nothing to advertise themselves. 
They neither bit nor sang. They want- 
ed nothing except to be missed. When- 
ever screens were taken down too early, 
or windows were raised, or doors were 
kept open for the garbage to be car- 
ried out, the waiting mosquitoes slipped 
in unobserved. They found their way 
to dark, warm places, principally in 
cellars and attics. There they settled 
down to hibernate. As spring ap- 
proachcs the survivors try to escape. 
Again they are not disposed to sing or 
bite. They want nothing except an 
to escape.

GETTING RID OF LICE

REPLY. 

Wash his hair with kerosene 
Leave this on for ten minutes. 
enough to kill al! the lice. 
excess with a towel afd wash out the 
remainder with soap and warm water 
Next remove the nits by washing the 
hair in hot vinegar. This loosens the 
nits from the hairs. Remove the excess 
vinegar with a towel and wash out the 
remainder, first with water, and then 
with soap and water. 

Comb out the loose nits and dead 
lice with a fine tooth comb, well 
greased. 

So far so good. You have now gotten 
rid of the lice and nits in the hair. 
Your next job ts to prevent the head 
from becbming repopulated. To do this 
you may need to extend your benevo- 
lent activities to your child's play- 
mates. You may be compelled to in- 
clude an entire school room in your 
campaign.

With 
close to a million shares changing 
hands during each of several hours of 
the five-hour session, piling up a total 
tu®Pnover of 4,248,500 shares, some 200,- 
000 more than the previous record, 
established only last Thursday, bullish 
interests sent active issues soaring up- 
ward for net gains ranging up to 12 
points or so, and Bank of America 
shares booming up to new high levels 
for a net gain of 3914 points. 

Simultaneously, the sale of a stock 
_ ©xchange seat at the highest price ever 

'Técorded, was announced. It went for 
$375,000, an increase of $25,000 over 
the last previous price paid for a mem- 
bership. A seat was sold only last 
Saturday for %350,.000. Today’s mem- 
bership sale represented the eighth new 
tecord high in price in two weeks. The 
ence in price betweeg the seat 

old Saturday and the seat sold today 
iwlipteeented the biggest increase in 
membership price between sales in the 
history of the exchange. 

The recent terrific activity In stocks. 
of course, is to account for the sensa- 
tional rise in the value of exchange 
seats. 

AS @ consequence of the country- 
~Wide publicity given the statement 
_eredited to J. J. Raskob, chairman of 

the finance cbmmittee of the Genera! 
Motors Corporation, that the company’s 
stock should sell at higher prices, 
Motors shares led the wild trading of 
today’s market. Despite Raskob’s opti- 
mism, however, the bears attacked mo- 
tors vigorously at intervals after it 
Opened 4 points up, at 194, and its 
price movements were somewhat er- 
Yatic. It touched a new peak at 199, 
“hevertheless, and finished just 1% point

Hard, Dry Outfields of 7 Other League Cities 
Unkind to Venerable Feet of Athletics’ 
Veterans; Good Stationary Outfielders.

AMPA, Fla., March 26.—Everywhere 

in the baseball training zone of 

Florida one hears inquiries this 
spring regarding the state of Tris 
Speaker’S and Ty Cobb’s ancient dogs, 
or feet. One gathers that the outcome 
of the competition for the pennant in 
the American League will depend to a 
great extent on whether these dogs, 
cnce so agile and so nimble, will be 
able to stand the wear and tear of a 
season’s work, and the majority opin- 
ion seems to be that they will not. Of 
course, even if they do not, Mr. Connie 
Mack will have two very fine hilters in 
Speaker and Cobb, but he will have 
two practically stationary outfielders. 
and the best minds of basebali hold 
that an outfielder should be able to 
move around with some dcgree of 
alacrity. 

In the home games of the Phila- 
delphia Club the problem of sparing 
these two sets of antique feet will be 
less perplexing as research work 100k- 
ing toward the relief of elderiy dogs 
in the outfield has progressed consid- 
erably in the last few years. The sys- 
tem now in use probably was adapted 
from nature by some aged outfielder 
who chanced to see an old horse stand-

On a baked field, and 
the outfield normally is very well baked 
in the hot months of the baseball sea- 
son, a ball might take a run and roll 
off 50 or 75 yards and that is a long 
way for an old outfielder to pursue 4 
ballon superannuated cogs.
